Conned teen put off op 
to live ‘Olympic dream’ 


Girl tells of woe as dance 
fraudster handed jail term

A TEENAGER put aside major 
spinal surgery to take part in what 
she was told was a ‘once-in-a-life¬ 
time’ chance to dance at the 
Olympics - only to find out she and 
74 other children were being 
conned. 

Nicoletta Cremona not only 
delayed the operation for her spinal 
scoliosis, she has also had to defer 
starting sixth form until 2013 - 
meaning she will now be a year 
behind her class. 

The 16-year-old from Little Lane, 
Yardley Hastings, was diagnosed 
with the medical condition last 
Easter and was due to have the 
corrective procedure this summer. 
But because of the time needed to 
recover she would not be able to 
take part in the Olympic event. 


The family agreed with her 
surgeon - who fully supported her 
ambition to dance at the Olympic 
closing ceremony - that instead she 
would have the op to insert metal 
rods into her spine to straighten it, 
in September. 

But in May, children, parents and 
dance schools were told Stephen 
Moonesamy, who had promised 
them an Olympic dream date, had 
made the entire thing up. 

And on Tuesday, at Northampton 
Crown Court, he was jailed for two 
years for eight counts of fraud by 
false representation. 

Nicoletta, who has just finished 
her GCSEs at Wollaston School in 
Wellingborough and plans to take 
her A-Levels there next year, said: “I 
am just happy to get all this out of 
the way and I can start thinking 
about other stuff. I can move on

Conman was under prison threat for 
hitting wife days after she gave birth 


WHILE Stephen Moonesamy was 
spinning his elaborate Olympic 
scam he was under the shadow of 
a suspended sentence for attacking 
his wife just days after she had 
given birth. 

In April 2010 he pleaded guilty to 
causing his wife Rebecca grievous 
bodily harm in the maternity unit at 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital that 
February. 

Judge Sylvia de Bertodano was 
told by prosecutor Simon Ash at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Tuesday that he had been handed a 
11 month jail term suspended for 
two years - and that his fraud 
occurred while still under the remit 


of the suspension. The Herald & Post 
reported in 2010 that Moonesamy 
visited his wife at the hospital after 
she had twins - who were ten weeks 
early and being looked after in the 
neo-natal unit - by Caesarian section 
and proceeded to drag her out of 
bed. 

A prosecutor told Luton Crown 
Court at the time that Mrs 
Moonesamy ‘felt like her operation 
scar was being pulled open’ and that 


he then hit her in the face and chest. 
She had a fractured jaw, bruises and 
cuts. This was three days after the 
birth of their children. 

Since his arrest for the Olympic 
scam, Moonesamy has not seen or 
heard from his wife, the court was 
told. 

This week Judge de Bertodano did 
not impose any further sanctions 
for the breach of the suspended 
sentence.

now; we were so devastated when we 
found out the truth. 

“But I am leaving behind all my 
friends at school and it means if I want 
to take a year out before uni I will be 
even further behind.” 

Moonesamy, 35, of Lowlands Rise, 
Northampton, conned three dance 
schools and numerous companies and 
potential sponsors into thinking he was 
authorised by Olympic Organisers 
LOCOG to put together a routine for 
the closing ceremony 

Moonesamy, who was a ballet dancer 
for the English National Ballet, had 
been in contact with a woman at 
LOCOG but nothing had been con¬ 
firmed, said his defence barrister, 
Steven Evans. 

Each dance school, Sinead Loughlane 
Academy, Kilburn School of Dance and 
the Dance Factory, paid him £625, a 
total of £1,875, for his ‘Red, White and 
Blue Project’. 

He went on to hold a presentation at 
the Holiday Inn on Bedford Road, 
Northampton, on March 11, where he 
described in great detail the event that 
the dancers would experience, includ¬ 
ing details of costumes, travel arrange¬ 
ments and the proposed security plan. 

He also approached the local council 
for funding and obtained free food and 
drink from the Holiday Inn in 



Northampton at the above event. A 
local printing company supplied mer¬ 
chandise to Moonesamy and a number 
of clothing companies were 
approached with requests for kit. 

Judge Sylvia de Bertodano told him: 
“You went on to generate a great deal of 
media attention and urged students 
selected to sign up to a lot of conditions 
and agree to miss other opportunities 
in order to attend your rehearsals. 

“One child postponed a vital opera¬ 
tion she was due to have. She will have 
to postpone sixth form education for 
another year.” 

She added: “When children and fami¬ 


lies were told in May there was, and 
never had been, any prospect and have 
only been in your imagination there 
was dismay and anger at how they had 
been tricked. 

“You must realise how cruel and cal¬ 
lous this enterprise was. You are a father 
and you must know as well as anyone 
how protective parents must feel. 

“One can only imagine the excite¬ 
ment of any child being told they were 
to dance at the Olympic Games and the 
devastation at realising that the once- 
in-a-lifetime opportunity had only 
existed in your imagination. 

“You were raising and dashing hopes 
of more young people than Simon 
Cowell, there were no winners at all.” 

Metropolitan Police Detective 
Superintendent Nick Downing said: 
"Stephen Moonesamy is an individual 
who callously deceived around 75 
youngsters from the Northampton 
dance community, promising them a 
place performing at the closing cere¬ 
mony of the Olympic Games. We are 
still unclear what his ultimate motive 
was, as the financial gain was minimal. 

“Children as young as nine were left 
devastated by the actions of this man, 
whose fraudulent plan could never suc¬ 
ceed.” 

Moonesamy’s wife, who was also 
arrested at the time, has since been 
released without further action. 


University square it to 
manage £7.5m ‘Cube’

A NEW £7.5 million 
‘Innovation Cube’ in the 
heart of Northampton’s rede¬ 
velopment could be man¬ 
aged by the town’s university. 

The landmark building, 
based in the Enterprise Zone, 
will provide office accommo¬ 
dation and support services 
for up to 55 small businesses 
over six floors. 

It will be near the railway 
station, which is also in line 
for a revamp. 

The University of 
Northampton’s involvement 
has been passed in principle, 
subject to contracts being 
finalised. 

Its vice chancellor, Professor 
Nick Petford, said: “This 


potential long term invest¬ 
ment underlines our commit¬ 
ment to Northampton and to 
being part of what is a whole¬ 
sale regeneration of the town. 

“The Cube development will 
have a similar timeline to our 
new St John’s accommodation 


project for students and we 
are also still exploring the 
potential for our new 
Waterside campus. 

“We have extensive experi¬ 
ence of similar partnership 
developments. Meanwhile 
our Portfolio Innovation 


Centre on our Avenue 
Campus is at the heart of our 
commitment to be number 
one university for social 
enterprise by 2015. 

“It is currently home to 47 
new creative businesses that 
provide a great learning expe¬ 
rience for our students and 
also provide great services 
and products for the wider 
community.” 

The university would invest 
£5.5m in the Innovation Cube 
and West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation, 
which owns the development 
site, will put in a further £2m. 

The Cube is to be built on 
the site of the former United 
Social Club which was demol¬ 
ished in 2010. Construction 
could start next spring with 
completion in 2014.

A NINETY-two-year-old blind 
man claims he is being 
‘harassed’ by a phone 
company after it cancelled 
his direct debit. 

James Coulter was offered 
the chance to change tariffs by 
BT last year and be put on a 
better contract, for which he 
was told he would pay £23 a 
month. 

But two months later, in 
June, the company told Mr 
Coulter, of Yew Tree Lane, 
Spratton, he had been paying 
too much and gave him a ‘hol¬ 
iday’ from his bill for a month. 

Since then, his daughter 
Lizzie has said BT has commit¬ 
ted a ‘catalogue of errors’ in 
dealing with her father, at 
times demanding up to £86 
from him immediately. 

Ms Coulter said her father, 
who has been a customer for 
more than 50 years, has been 
‘hounded’ by the company for 
money she does not believe he 
owes. 

She said: “I have just had 
enough of this now, they can 


sue us for the money. My 
father has macular degenera¬ 
tion and cannot read his bills 
and relies on direct debits to 
make sure he pays each 
month. 

“They told him his debit 
would be re-instated after the 
holiday but instead they start¬ 
ed demanding for more 
money. I have been back and 
forth with BT on my dad’s 
behalf but it’s not going any¬ 
where. 

“All he wants is to have his 
direct debit again so he doesn’t 
have to worry but instead they 
are chasing him for money. 
His phone is his lifeline.” 

A spokeswoman for BT said: 
“We’ve been trying to speak to 
both the customer and his 
daughter Lizzie and have left 
messages. We really need to 
speak to them to understand 
what has happened and try to 
resolve this. 

“We are very sorry to hear 
they are unhappy with the 
service they have received and 
for any confusion or distress 
caused by changes made. 

“We will work with them to 
solve the issues ASAP.”

Stations under threat 
in ambulance shake-up

AMBULANCE stations in the 
town are facing closure as the 
service creates ‘hubs’ in a bid to 
improve call-out times. 

The plans, put forward by the 
East Midlands Ambulance Service 
(EMAS), would be implemented 
within five years and would save 
around £548,000 a year. 

The hub in Northampton would 
be one of two in the county, with 
the other in Kettering, and would 
have a staff of 129 people. 

There are two stations in 
Northampton, in Harborough 
Road and Mereway, with both 
possibly being axed and a new 
facility created at a cost of £1.8m. 

Across the region the current 66 


stations would reduce to 13. New 
parking points would be created 
to make sure response times are 
not affected. 

EMAS chief executive Phil 
Milligan said: “Our plans are to 
deliver better performance which 
we know is important to patients 
and staff, and the changes we 
propose should see our response 
to immediately life-threatening 
999 calls improve by about five 
per cent. 

“This means we will get to more 
people faster, enabling us to 
provide better patient care. 

“We know that East Midlands’ 
residents have been concerned 
about our response times, we 
now have a plan to deliver long 
term, sustainable performance. 
These plans are right for patients 
and right for our staff. 


“The changes are clinically 
focused allowing us to make 
better use of our clinicians skills, 
to deliver on performance tar¬ 
gets and quality standards, 
improve patient outcomes, pro¬ 
vide more care closer to home 
and will help us to improve the 
working lives of our staff which is 
important to us. 

“To continue to implement our 
quality strategy and to meet cur¬ 
rent and future performance 
standards, EMAS has to change. 

“If we choose not to implement 
change, we will not be able to 
meet patients’ needs - as defined 
by response times, improve the 
working life of our staff, nor meet 
the financial challenges faced.” 

A meeting on Monday will dis¬ 
cuss the proposals and if passed 
it will go to public consultation.

It is negotiating to buy its way 
out of a contract with a Private 
Finance Initiative company as it 
is currently paying £150,000 


per year under the agreement. By 
moving the library from the 
school, the council aims to save 
£75,000 per year. 

Protesters now fear the ‘interim 
solution’ of relocating the library 
will become a permanent plan. 

Wootton parish councillor, 
Liam Costello said: “Interim 
measures do have a habit of 
becoming permanent measures. 

“That is the fear we have and 
we hope a solution can be found 
to keep the library at the 
school.” 

A member of the Friends of 
Wootton Library, Jenny Wort, 


who spoke at the cabinet meet¬ 
ing, said everyone would contin¬ 
ue to keep up the pressure on 
the county council. 

She said: “We are devastated as 
we really want it left where it is. 

“I don’t think this is going to be 
a viable solution and we don’t 
want it moved to the community 
centre. 

“We are working with the 
school to see if it can be remain 
there and do everything we can 
to support this.” 

It is expected the library will be 
moved from its present location 
sometime next month.

War of words 
over heritage

A ROW has kicked-off over fears the 
ancient history of a town is being 
destroyed. 

The controversial Moat Lane develop¬ 
ment in Towcester has again come under 
fire from opposition councillors who 
claim South Northamptonshire Council 
(SNC) is ignoring advice and destroying 
the area’s heritage. 

The authority’s development control 
committee voted to permit the demoli¬ 
tion of ‘historic walls’ within the devel¬ 
opment as part of the regeneration of the 
site. 

Liberal Democrat, Councillor Chris 
Lofts, said: “SNC has ignored custom 
and practice by mass clearance of many 
ancient features before they even know 
what is to replace them. 

“Once again they have adopted one 
rule for themselves, any other developer 


wouldn’t get away with such cavalier 
demolition of Towcester’s heritage. 

“The Moat Lane project is supposed to 
enhance Towcester’s historic heart. What 
we will be left with is a featureless devel¬ 
opment site with modern buildings that 
could be in any town. If this was happen¬ 
ing in a village elsewhere in the district 
SNC Tories would be up in arms.” 

In response, Cllr Stephen Clarke, chair¬ 
man of the committee, said: “On balance 
the public benefit outweighed the need 
to retain the walls within Moat Lane. 
Therefore, the committee voted to 
demolish them. 

“The proposed scheme will be of a high 
architectural design, making a positive 
contribution to the appearance and 
quality of the historic environment of 
Moat Lane, and it will revitalise 
Towcester as a whole. 

“The decision was taken properly and 
in line with good corporate governance 
without breaking or bending any rules.”

Support humane animal charities 

I WAS shocked to read the Government’s new 
figures for animal experiments in the UK. 

They show that the number of experiments 
rose last year by 68,100 to nearly four million: 
that’s more than 10,000 animals every single day. 

Animals in laboratories are poisoned to death, 
they have chemicals rubbed into their skin or 
dripped into their eyes and they are made to 
inhale smoke or toxic fumes. 

Others are surgically damaged, given cancer 
and infected with viruses. Most are given no 
anaesthetic at all. 

As well as being cruel, animal experiments are 
unreliable and even dangerously misleading 
when researchers try to relate the results to treat¬ 
ing human disease. 

Therefore, we need to end vivisection, and 
focus instead on non-animal techniques, includ¬ 
ing epidemiology, microdosing, computer mod¬ 
elling and the use of tissue cultures. 

The results are directly applicable to human 
patients. 

One way in which all of us can show our sup¬ 
port for humane non-animal research is by 
donating to medical research charities that 
exclusively fund those techniques and avoiding 
charities that also fund vivisection.

A SCHOOL has vowed to try to 
find a solution after it pulled the 
plug on sex education lessons. 

A row brewed after angry 
parents raised concerns that chil¬ 
dren, some as young as seven, 
could be shown an ‘explicit’ DVD 
in the classroom. 

As a result, Caroline Chisholm 
School decided to suspend any 
teaching of Sex and Relationships 
Education and is set to review the 
situation in the autumn. 

Mum-of-three, Emma Clarke, 
who organised a parents’ meeting 
to discuss her worries, said: “This 
is a bit of a celebration and a step 
forward as we have got the school 
to withdraw the DVD from Sex 
and Relationship lessons. 

“This is a great success for our 
campaign and we plan to hold 
more local public meetings 


around the county to raise aware¬ 
ness amongst parents.” 

Mrs Clarke said the group want 
the film to be withdrawn. 

If not, she said she would speak 
to parents about taking their chil¬ 
dren out of sex education classes 
or advise students to walk out if 
the DVD was shown. 

Chairman of governors, David 
Atkinson, said he had not seen the 
footage but the governors would 
speak with the staff in the autumn. 

He said: “Obviously it is an issue 


which is causing a fair amount of 
controversy and one which will 
need to be investigated before any 
decision is made. We do not want 
to go against parents’ wishes and 
we have parents on the 
governing body.” 

He added one option would be 
to allow parents to opt out on 
behalf of their children or the 
school could run a session with 
parents so everyone can see the 
film and discuss how it should be 
used.

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MP set to fight 
prison closure

AN MP has vowed to oppose 
the planned closure of 
the county’s prison. 

The decision to shut 
Wellingborough HMP, 
which could see 257 staff 
relocated and more than 
600 prison places lost, was 
revealed by Justice 
Secretary Kenneth Clarke. 

Mr Clarke said closing 
the Category C facility, by 
the end of the year, would 
save the prison service £10 
million. 

He said: “Closing outdat¬ 
ed and expensive prisons 
is an important step in our 
strategy to deliver a fit for 
purpose modern custodial 
estate that can provide 
high quality, cost-effective 
and secure regimes that 
protect the public and 
reform prisoners. 

“Closing this one prison 
alone will save millions of 
pounds for the taxpayer.” 

The prison’s employees 
will be moved to other jails 
and there will be no com¬ 
pulsory redundancies. 

But Wellingborough & 
Rushden MP Peter Bone 


(below) has vowed to do all 
he can to fight the closure 
and has been granted a 
debate on it when 
Parliament returns in 
September. 

He said: “I have written to 
the Department of Justice 
asking if this decision can 
be put off until the begin¬ 
ning of September so we 
can have an open debate 
about this issue. 

“I want to hear the 
department’s reasons why 
the prison is closing and I 
would hope to show why it 
should remain open. 

“I knew nothing about 
this announcement and I 
think it is completely 
discourteous to me and 
my constituents. 

“I have regis 
tered my com¬ 
plaint about 
this to the chief 
whip and the 
deputy leader of 
the house. 

“I did make an 
application o] 
Tuesday for 
emergency deb¬ 
ate on the prison 
but this was not 
allowed due to 



the fact there was no time 
as Parliament was closing 
down for the 

summer.” 

Wellingborough Council 
has also expressed con¬ 
cern about the closure. 

Its leader, Councillor 
Paul Bell, said: “I have con¬ 
cerns about the effect the 
closure of the prison will 
have on our local econo¬ 
my. We believe a lot of jobs 
will be transferred out of 
our borough or affected in 
some way.” 

He added: “You can’t lose 
such a major employer 
from a place and expect 
there to be no knock-on 
effect.” 

National chairman of the 
prison officers’ union the 
POA, Pete McParlin, 
added: “Our concern 
now is with the staff at 
HMP Wellingborough to 
ensure appropriate 
arrangements are in 
place to minimise the 
effect that this 
decision will 
have on their 
working and 
domestic 
arrange¬ 
ments.”

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Family hit out as 
wife killer jailed

THE family of a woman killed by 
her husband have said they do 
not feel justice has been done, 
after he was jailed for 12 years 
for her manslaughter. 

In a statement released through 
police, Jennie Leeman’s 
mother, Winifred Wills, and 
brothers, Andrew, Robert and 
Michael, who live in Little 
Houghton, say they are struggling 
to forgive David Leeman. 

A jury at Exeter Crown Court 
ruled Leeman, 60, had not been 
in control of himself when he shot 
Jennie, 44, five times at close 
range - and cleared him of mur¬ 
der at their home in Devon. 

Former Northampton glazing 
company boss Leeman had 
moved to Devon in 1999 with 
Jennie and bought a farm where 
they raised their two sons and two 
daughters. 

Jennie’s family said: “No one has 
the right to take another person’s 
life. 

“We feel disappointed that 
justice has not been done for

such a terrible thing that David 
Leeman has done to our wonder¬ 
ful daughter, sister and friend to 
so many people. 

“He now has a long time in 
prison to reflect on what he has 
done, not just on that fateful 
evening but also in the years lead¬ 
ing up to it. 

“Forgiveness is something we 
should endeavour to offer, how¬ 
ever that isn’t something that will 
come easily. He has taken away 
the one person that gave their 


children everything - and that 
alone is impossible to replace.” 

The judge, Mr Justice 
Butterfield, told Leeman, as he 
sentenced him, that he accepted 
that he had killed his wife without 
any justification. 

He said: “It was a precious life 
needlessly lost. Her life was price¬ 
less and you took it from her.” 

The judge said Leeman was 
‘deeply upset’ that his wife want¬ 
ed to leave him but he became 
obsessed with the fact that her 
new lover was a paedophile. 

A Devon and Cornwall police 
spokesman said: “The tragic 
death of Jennie Leeman and the 
outcome of the trial has resulted 
in no winners. Our thoughts are 
with her family at this time. 

“It has left them grieving for the 
loss of a loving mother, sister, 
daughter and auntie as well as the 
loss of a father who will spend 
many years in prison.” 

Leeman was jailed for 12 years 
for manslaughter and five years 
concurrently for possessing the 
illegal firearm - he will serve half 
before being released on licence, 
the court heard.

Man faces 
charges on 
A45 death

A MAN has been charged 
with causing death by 
careless driving after a body 
was found at the side of a 
dual carriageway. 

Jack David Paul Bristow, 39, 
of Irchester was discovered by 
cyclists at around 7am last 
Thursday beside the A45 near 
Collingtree. 

The police investigation 
closed one lane of the road 
after Mr Bristow was found, 
causing tailbacks past junc¬ 
tion 15 of the Ml and onto the 
motorway. 

A 42-year-old man from 
Northampton was arrested 
and charged with causing 
death by careless driving, 


failing to stop at the scene of 
an accident and failing to 
report an accident. 

The man has been bailed to 
appear at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday, 
August 9.

Balls backs Keeble and 
takes swipe at Tory MP 


SHADOW chancellor Ed 
Balls swept into town to fire 
a broadside at Tory MP 
Michael Ellis. 

The Labour MP made a 
flying visit to Northampton 
last Thursday where he met 
with a group of around 50 
people to discuss what they 
thought of the economic, 
banking and jobs situation. 

He was joined at the 
Saints’ ground for the meet¬ 
ing with prospective MP 
Sally Keeble and his party’s 
police commissioner candi¬ 
date Lee Barron. 

He said afterwards: “To be 
honest I didn’t know the 
name of the MP who cur¬ 
rently represents 

Northampton North (Mr 
Ellis) and who Sally will be 
challenging. He doesn’t 
speak up for Northampton 
in Parliament. 

“I am hoping to come back 
to Northampton three or 


four times in the run up to 
the general election. 
Whether Northampton is 
doing well is important to 
the UK. It’s a real bellwether 
of a town and it matters very 
much to Labour.” 

Mr Balls added that he 
appreciated the support 
Conservative, and South 
Northants MP Andrea 
Leadsom had shown him 
over Chancellor George 
Osborne’s claims he was 
involved in the rate-fixing 
scandal. 

He said: “I have had just as 
many Conservative as 
Labour MPs come up to me 
and say he should apolo¬ 
gise. This is not a party 
issue; when a Government 
minister says something 
that turns out to be untrue 
he should withdraw it. 

“I have respect for her say¬ 
ing publicly what many 
others have said privately.”

WHEN he was just 12 
Dennis Meredith wanted 
to commit suicide. 

This is one of the 
dramatic revelations the 
boy who grew up to 
become a councillor 
reveals in his self 
published autobiography, 
My Life The Way You 
See It. 

In it, the Thorplands 
ward representative 
speaks openly about his 
traumatic childhood and 
how he reached such a 
low point he felt he could 
not take any more. 

He said: “I had a traum¬ 
atic time as a young man 


and I wanted to show 
with this book there is life 
after suffering. 

“I was born into a 
working class family in 
1942 into what I can only 
describe as conditions of 
poverty.” 

When his family moved 
to Harlow and he started 
a new school he was 
bullied and became 
depressed. 

In his book he also 
reveals he was beaten by 
his father who did not 
believe he was his real 
son. 

Cllr Meredith added: “It 
is a brutally honest 


account and writing it 
brought this traumatic 
period in my life to an 
end.” 

He has lived in 
Northampton for 31 years 
and has been a county 
councillor for four years 
and sat on the borough 
council for five years. 

He is also secretary of 
the Southfields Residents’ 
Association. 

He added: “The reason I 
think I survived was that I 
was determined.”

What’s It all About? 

One of Yamaha’s star machines is the 2012 
YZF-RI25 which competes head-on with 
Honda’s highly popular CBRI25R. 

But is it up to the task? Let’s find out. 

The CBR 125 R has sold strongly here in the UK 
and elsewhere but it has more than met its 
match with the YZF-R125 according to 
motorcycling press pundits. The Yamaha is 
powered by a liquid-cooled 125cc four-valve, 
short-stroke single cylinder engine which the 
manufacturer believes is the strongest 125 four- 
stroke machine currently on the market, 
producing more power than all competitors. 

The fuel injected unit is mated to a slick six- 
speed transmission and Yamaha has fitted a 
mid-ship exhaust muffler which helps to 
centralise the bike's mass for balanced handling 
and houses dual catalysers for cleaner 
emissions. 

To leapfrog Honda's rival CBR125R, and to help 
make the YZF-R125 ride and handle in similar 
fashion to a full-size machine, Yamaha has used 
a full-size Deltabox beam frame along with an 
aluminium (banana style) swingarm, 33mm 
diameter forks, a 292mm front/230mm rear 
brake discs (Brembo calliper) and wider tyres. 

At 138kg, the Yamaha weighs less than the 
Honda, and the chassis design combined with 
the extra power and higher torque figures 
produced by the YZF's engine means that the 
Yamaha is a good deal quicker than its rival. 
There's excellent throttle response on tap with 
smooth power delivery from the fine, free 
revving engine.

What Does It Cost? 

At £4,349 the Yamaha is nearly £1,000 more 
expensive than its direct rival, the Honda CBR125R 
priced at £3,400. So, it's not cheap but many will 
think the extra expensive well worthwhile, as the 
new machine's lithe handling and excellent 
performance will be enough to close a deal for 
some. However, there's a good reason for why the 
Honda has outsold competitors, not only being the 
most popular in its class but the UK's best selling 
motorcycle in recent years. 

How Does It Handle? 

The modern chassis design means that the 
Yamaha's handling is agile and exceptionally 
competent. The brakes not only pull the bike up 
well but offer plenty of progressive feel. The 
suspension set up is close to perfect for a 125 cc 
machine and the YZF125's ride comfort is 


exemplary. Overall, Yamaha has succeeded in 
providing this latest model with the overall feel of 
a full-size bike while the riding position appears to 
be better than that found on several rivals, 
although this does, of course, depend on personal 
tastes. 

Summary 

Yamaha has managed to carry out an excellent job 
with the YFZ's styling which is aggressive with its 
stunted tail and sharp-looking twin headlamp 
fairing.

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer, Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy ■ don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so ■ employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new, 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 



Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address. If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 



The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

JOE Widdowson is looking for¬ 
ward to crossing swords with his 
former Rochdale team-mates 
when new club Northampton 
Town head to Spotland for the 
first game of the new League Two 
season on August 18. 

The left back has spent the last 
two seasons playing in League One 
with Dale, helping them to a ninth 
place finish under Keith Hill in 
2011 before enduring a much more 
turbulent campaign the following 
year and suffering relegation. 

Widdowson was subsequently 
released when his contract was up 
and after speaking with Aidy 
Boothroyd he chose to join 
Northampton. Now, by a quirk of 


fate, his first competitive game in a 
Cobblers shirt could well be 
against his old side. 

“I don’t mind when we play them 
and I’m looking forward to it,” said 
the 23-year-old. “I’ve got a lot of 
friends there and hopefully I’ll get 
a good reception when I go back. I 
think I did well for the club and it 
will be nice to go back to see some 
familiar faces. 

“I don’t think I’ve got anything to 
prove to them. I was in the team for 
the best part of two years and I 
played a lot of games.

Widdowson naturally has ambi¬ 
tions to play at that level again and 
after speaking with Cobblers boss 
Boothroyd he is convinced that 


Sixfields is the place where he can 
achieve that aim. 

He said: “I got a good vibe from 
him straight away and I liked what 
he had to say. He didn’t really have 
to sell the club much; he was just 
very honest and down to earth. 

“He told me a bit about himself, 
about Northampton, and what his 
plans and vision are for the season 
and the team. 

“Out of all of the people and 
managers I spoke to over the sum¬ 
mer he seemed the most genuine 
and that’s what convinced me. 

“He’s an ambitious man and he’s 
not a League Two manager 
because he has managed in the 
Championship and higher. 

“Like the rest of the squad, espe¬ 
cially the ones who have come in 
over the summer, everyone has 
played at a higher level and every¬ 
one is ambitious.”
